Take Another 


Hill In Korea 


SEOUL, Korea 
Chinese Reds 
seized another hill on K orea’s Cen­ 
tral Front today as the Commu­ 
nists m aintained heavy pressure on 
the sector for the third straight 
day. 
The hill, due east of Kumsong, 
was the third captured by the Reds 
since they launched a series cf 
heavy attacks on the East-Central 
Front Sunday. 
F86 Sabre jets swept into North 
Korea today and the U. S 
Fifth 
Air Force reported they closed out 
a record-shattering month by dam ­ 
aging one Russian-m ade MIG15. 
61 Downed In Month 
The Air Force, after a study of 
gun cam era film, also added three 
oam age claim s for Sunday. That 
raised the Septem ber totals to 61 
MIG* destroyed, 
seven probably 
destroyed and 59 dam aged. The 
previous one m onth record of 44 
destroyed was set in April. 
Savage fighting also flared on 
the Western Front. U. N. infantry­ 
men slugged their way to the too 
of Big Norl but lost the high ground 
to counter-attacking Chinese in pre­ 
dawn darkness. G reek troops w ere 
driven from the peak Sunday when 
U. N. planes accidentally bombed 
them during a Chinese attack. 
Eight Red tanks lum bered into 
action in the fighting east of Rum- 
•ong. The Communist* used about 
200 men for the attack; then rushed 
in 200 reserve* 
The rest of the Front wa* rela­ 
tively quiet. 
In Tokyo the Navy announced 
eight men were injured when Com­ 
munist shore guns hit the Ameri­ 
can destroyer Cunningham off Ko­ 
re a * Northeast Coast Sept. 19 The 
Navy said three m en were hospi­ 
talized.
